Paris peace talks next week. 


He told a cheering Congress 


his government would never 
agree to bargain with the Na- 
tional Liberation Front, the po- 
litical arm of the Viet Cong. 


The United States had hoped 


for four-way talks beginning 
next Wednesday, with Saigon, 
Washington, Hanoi and the NLF 
represented. 
To accomplish 


this, President Johnson called a 
complete cessation of bombing 
over North Vietnam beginning 
at 8 a.m. EST Friday. 


In a deeply emotional speech, 


Thieu made it clear tne Saigon 
government would send a nego- 
tiating team to Paris only when 
it was assured of direct, seri- 
ous talks with Hanoi. 


"I will never accept to lead 


the country into a venture that 
would turn me into a traitor," 
he said, adding that to accept 
the NLF as a separate entity in 
Paris would establish a prece- 
dent for the possible formation 
of a coalition government in 
South Vietnam. 


As Thieu made his apeech, a 
broadcast from Radio Hanoi as- 
serted the United States was 
forced to call a bomoing halt 
"because it was facing great de- 
feats in Vietnam and increasing 
pressure

world."

Black Panther George Murray 
has been suspended from his 
English-teaching job and gradu­ 
ate studies at San Francisco 
State College, but the college 
president says that won’t solve 
the problem of the tough-talking 
Negro militant. 
Dr. Robert R. Smith, the 
school’s new president, stalled 
for one day on an order by 
his boss, Chancellor Glenn S. 
Dumke, to suspend Murray. 
Then late Friday after his 
attempts to get Dumke to re­ 
view the directive were rebuf­ 


fed, Smith announced the sus­ 
pension through an assistant. 
Murray, 2 2-year «old Panther 
minister of information, wasn't 
on campus at the time and 
there was no immediate reac­ 
tion from him. 
The delay in suspendingM lr- 
ray caused Gov. Reagan to say 
Smith “ should be rebuked** for 
not following Dumke’s order of 
Thursday for immediate action. 
Murray, the governor said, 
“ actually advocated assassina­ 
tion of public figures, including 
myself.*’ 
Smith said in his statement 


he had mailed a suspension no­ 
tice, effective Friday, to Mur­ 
ray and was attempting to noti­ 
fy him directly. 
“ I do not believe that this 
abrupt manner of handling this 
situation contributes to the solu­ 
tion of a complex problem/’ 
Smith's statement said. 
“ The continuing statewide 
controversy over the m-tter 
has complicated the discipli­ 
nary process already underway. 
“ Nevertheless, charges are 
being prepared Involving Mr. 
Murray as a faculty member 
and as a student. In both cases 


we are acting under personnel 
procedures which do not permit 
public disclosure of the charges 
at this time. 
“ Mr. Murray will have ade­ 
quate opportunity to respond to 
the charges and defend him­ 
self.»* 


Smith already had an investi­

100,000, or 15 per cent 


higher than in 1961. During this 
five-year period, the farmpopu- 
lation declined by more than a 
fifth, but the 2,200 farm fatal- 
ities reported in 1966 represent 
a decrease of only about a tenth 
from the total recorded in 1961. 
This higher death rate has been 
nationwide. 
The accidental farm deaths in- 
creased at virtually all ages. 
The largest rise occurred at 
ages 15 to 19 — from 16 to 20 
per 100,000.

lie's treatise continues, "by 
the Spanish Franciscan padres, 
who brought them from Eur- 
ope." 


A Frenchman, LaPerouse, in-

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Accidents On Farms 
High In Recent Years 


Accidents an American farms, 
other 
than those 
related to 
transportation, have increased 
significantly in recent years, 
according to statisticians of 
Metropolitan 
Life 
insurance 
Company. 
The 1966 accidental death rate 
in the farm population was 18.7 
per 100,000, or 15 per cent 
higher than in 1961. During this 
five-year period, the farm popu­ 
lation declined by more than a 
fifth, but the 2,200 farm fatal­ 
ities reported in 1966 represent 
a decrease of only about a tenth 
from the total recorded in 1961. 
This higher death rate has been 
nationwide. 
The accidental farm deaths in­ 
creased at virtually all ages. 
The largest rise occurred at 
ages 15 to 19 — from 16 to 20 
per 100,000. At other ages, the 
increase was at least 6 per cent. 
The risk of fatal farm injuries

been reduced to about 27.000 
acres today, but yields tend 
to be higher. 
Early day Italian farmers in 
California frequently planted a 
border of olive trees around 
their farms and many of these 
can still be seen today. 
Olives are processed in many 
forms, including "California 
Spanish green,” "Greek style” 
(oil • coated), and "Sicilian 
style.” They are sold as camw 
©d 
ripe olives, 
greeiwrlpe, 
whole and aitted. Others are 


sold as chopped anl sliced 
packs, and about 600 tons of 
olivas are sold fresh each year 
to people who like to do their 
own home processing. 
Harvesting 
of 
California 
olives began In September and 
will continue into November. 
Olives are now picked entirely 
by hand. The University of Cali­ 
fornia at Davis has done much 
work on a mechanical harvest­ 
er for olives, and scientists are 
working on a chemical loosen­ 
ing agent which will make an 
olive tree drop its fruit m ire 
easily.
